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GENERAL 

This  report  presents  data  from  the  1980 
Census  of  Housing  on  general  charac- 
teristics of  housing  units  for  the  Northern 
Mariana  Islands,  classified  by  urban  and 
rural  residence,  and  by  size  of  place,  its 
municipalities,  and  places.  The  abbre- 
viated identification  for  this  report  is 
HC80-1-A  (i.e.,  Housing  Census,  1980, 
Volume  1,  Chapter  A)  followed  by  a 
number  representing  the  Area.  Legal 
provision  for  this  census,  which  was 
conducted  as  of  April  1,  1980,  was  made 
in  the  Act  of  Congress  of  August  31, 
1954  (amended  August  1957,  December 
1975,  and  October  1976),  which  codified 
Title  13,  United  States  Code. 

A  large  portion  of  the  information 
compiled  from  the  1980  Census  of  Hous- 
ing will  appear  in  Volume  1,  Charac- 
teristics of  Housing  Units,  of  which  this 
report  is  part.  The  1980  census  figures 
presented  in  this  report  may  differ  from 
those  shown  in  the  Press  Release  with 
final  counts  issued  previously.  The 
changes  reflect  corrections  of  errors 
found  after  the  Press  Release  was  pre- 
pared. The  changes  may  affect  any  geo- 
graphic area  shown  in  this  report. 

The  content  and  procedures  of  the 
1980  census  were  determined  after 
evaluation  of  the  results  of  the  1970 
census,  and  consultation  with  a  wide 
variety  of  users  of  census  data.  A  number 
of  changes  were  introduced  in  1980  to 
improve  the  usefulness  of  the  census 
results.    The  changes,   however,  do  not 


affect  to  any  appreciable  extent  the 
comparability  between  the  1980  and  the 
1970  data.  Furtlier  information  on 
comparability  appears  in  Appendix  6, 
"Definitions  and  Explanations  of  Sub- 
ject Characteristics." 

More  detailed  information  on  the 
technical  and  procedural  matters  covered 
in  the  text  of  this  report  can  be  obtained 
by  writing  to  the  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.  Such 
information  will  also  appear  in  other 
publications  of  the  1980  census. 

CONTENTS  OF  THE  REPORT 

This  report  contains  text  (this  introduc- 
tion and  five  appendixes),  a  table  of 
contents,  seven  detailed  tables,  and  maps. 
A  general  location  map  and  an  outline 
map  of  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands 
appear  after  the  table  of  contents.  Each 
table  is  identified  by  a  table  number  and 
title.  The  "stubhead"  at  the  left  under 
the  title  defines  the  types  of  geographic 
areas  for  which  data  are  shown  in  the 
particular  table  and  is  considered  part  of 
the  table  title. 

The  tables  are  followed  by  a  map  sec- 
tion which  includes: 

•  A  map  legend  for  the  administrative 
district  subdivision  map. 

•  A  one-page  administrative  district  sub- 
division map  that  shows  the  names  and 
boundaries  of  municipalities,  muni- 
cipal districts,  and  places,  as  recognized 
by  the  Census  Bureau  in  the  published 
tables. 

The  appendixes  appear  last  in  the 
report.  Appendix  A  describes  the  various 
area  classifications  (e.g.,  urban  and  rural 
residence,  minor  civil  divisions,  and 
places).  Appendix  B  provides  definitions 
9nd  explanations  for  the  subjects  covered 
in  this  report.  Appendix  C  briefly  explains 
the  residence  rules  used  in  counting  the 
population   and  describes   the   data  col- 


lection and  processing  procedures.  Appen- 
dix D  presents  information  on  the  sources 
of  error  in  the  data,  editing  procedures, 
and  a  description  of  the  allocation  tables 
A-1  and  A-2.  Appendix  E  contains  a  fac- 
simile of  the  1980  census  questionnaire 
pages  showing  the  population  and  housing 
questions  used  to  produce  the  data 
shown  in  this  report. 

DERIVED  FIGURES  (Medians 
and  Percents) 

This  report  presents  medians  and  per- 
cents, as  well  as  certain  rates  and  ratios. 
The  median— a  type  of  average— is  the 
middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e., 
the  median  divides  the  distribution  into 
two  equal  parts:  one-half  of  all  the 
cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half 
of  all  the  cases  exceed  the  median. 
Percents  and  other  derived  measures 
which  round  to  less  than  0.1  are  not 
shown  but  indicated  as  zero  (i.e.,  "-"). 
Medians  for  rooms  are  rounded  to 
the  nearest  tenth,  for  persons  to  the 
nearest  hundredth,  for  value  to  the 
nearest  hundred  dollar,  and  for  contract 
rent  to  the  nearest  dollar.  In  computing 
medians  for  rooms  and  persons  per 
housing  unit,  the  whole  number  is  used 
as  the  midpoint  of  the  interval  so  that, 
for  example,  the  category  "3  rooms" 
is  treated  as  an  interval  ranging  from  2.5 
up  to  3.5  rooms.  In  computing  median 
rent,  units  reported  as  "no  cash  rent" 
are  excluded.  The  median  is  computed  on 
the  basis  of  the  distribution  as  tabulated, 
which  is  sometimes  more  detailed  than 
the  distribution  shown  in  this  report. 
When  the  median  falls  in  the  lower  ter- 
minal category  of  an  open-ended  distri- 
bution, the  method  of  presentation 
is  to  show  the  initial  value  of  the  next 
category  followed  by  a  minus  sign;  thus, 
for  example,  if  the  median  falls  in  the 
category  "Less  than  $1,000"  it  is  shown 
as    "$1,000-."   When   the   median   falls 
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in  the  upper  terminal  category  of  an 
open-ended  distribution,  tlie  initial  value 
of  the  terminal  category  is  given  followed 
by  a  plus  sign;  thus,  for  example,  if  the 
median  falls  in  the  category  "$50,000 
or  more,"   it   is  shown  as  "$50,000+." 

SYMBOLS  AND  GEOGRAPHIC 
ABBREVIATIONS 

The  following  symbols  and  geographic 
abbreviations  are  used  in  the  tables: 

•  A  dash  "-"  represents  zero  or  a  per- 
cent which  rounds  to  less  than  0.1 . 

•  Three  dots  ". .  ."  mean  not  applicable, 
or  that  the  data  are  being  withheld  to 
avoid  disclosure  of  information  for 
individual  housing  units.  (For  further 
information  on  disclosure,  see  the 
section  below  on  "Suppression  of 
Data  for  Confidentiality.") 

•  (NA)  means  not  available. 

•  QDP  is  census  designated  place. 


SUPPRESSION  OF  DATA 
FOR  CONFIDENTIALITY 

To  maintain  the  confidentiality  promised 
to  the  respondent  and  required  by  law, 
the  Census  Bureau  takes  precautions  to 
make  sure  that  its  published  data  do  not 
disclose  information  about  particular 
individuals  and  housing  units.  To  accom- 
plish this,  the  Bureau  suppresses  data 
for  some  characteristics  which  are  based 
on  a  small  number  of  persons  and/or 
housing  units  in  the  geographic  area. 
Under  certain  conditions,  both  primary 
and  complementary  suppression  may 
take  place. 

The  general  rules  of  primary  sup- 
pression are:  counts  of  total  population 
are  never  suppressed;  characteristics  for 
persons  are  shown  only  if  there  are  15 
or  more  persons  in  the  geographic  area; 
counts  of  total  housing  units,  vacant 
housing  units,  year-round  housing  units, 
and    occupied    housing   units   are   never 


suppressed;  characteristics  of  year-round 
housing  units  which  are  not  classified 
by  occupancy  status  are  shown  only 
when  there  are  five  or  more  year-round  "^ 
housing  units  in  the  geographic  area; 
characteristics  of  families,  households,  or 
occupied  housing  units  are  shown  only  if 
there  are  at  least  five  occupied  housing 
units  within  the  geographic  area;  and 
distributions  of  data  for  owners  or  renters  ,, 
are  shown  only  where  the  number  of 
owners  is  at  least  five  or  the  number  of 
renters  is  also  at  least  five.  These  primary 
suppression  criteria  are  applied  inde- 
pendently of  one  another. 

In  some  cases,  complementary  suppre-  < 
sion  is  applied  to  prevent  the  derivation 
of  primary  "suppressed  data  by  subtrac- 
tion. For  example,  housing  unit  data 
shown  by  tenure  may  require  com- 
plementary suppression  when  the  number 
of  owner-occupied  or  renter-occupied 
housing  units  is  less  than  five.

STATE  EQUIVALENTS 

The  50  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
are  the  constituent  units  of  the  United 
States.  Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands  of 
the  United  States,  Guam,  American 
Samoa,  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  Trust  Territory  of 
the  Pacific  Islands  are  treated  as  State 
equivalents  in  the  text  and  tables  of  the 
HC80-1 -A  reports. 

COUNTY  EQUIVALENTS 

In  most  States,  the  primary  divisions 
are  termed  counties.  In  the  Virgin  Islands 
of  the  United  States,  the  comparable 
areas  are  the  three  major  islands.  In 
American  Samoa,  the  county  equivalents 
are  three  districts  and  two  islands.  Since 
there  are  no  primary  divisions  in  Guam 
and  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands,  the 
entire  area  of  each  is  considered  equiva- 
lent to  a  county  for  census  purposes.  In 
the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands, 
excluding  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands, 
the  administrative  districts  are  the  county 
equivalents. 

COUNTY  SUBDIVISION 
EQUIVALENTS 

In  reports  for  the  States,  statistics  are 
presented  for  the  following  subdivisions 


of  counties  or  equivalent  areas:  minor 
civil  divisions  (MCD's),  census  county 
divisions  (CCD's),  and,  in  Alaska,  census 
subareas.  In  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States,  Guam,  American  Samoa, 
the  Northern  Mariana  Islands,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  Trust  Territory  of  the 
Pacific  Islands,  statistics  are  presented 
for  minor  civil  divisions. 

In  the  States,  MCD's  are  primary  divi- 
sions which  were  established  under  State 
law.  MCD's  in  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States,  Guam,  American  Samoa, 
the  Northern  Mariana  Islands,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Trust  Territory  of  the 
Pacific  Islands,  have  been  established 
by  local  law. 

In  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United 
States,  MCD's  called  census  subdistricts 
have  been  established  for  the  1980  census 
to  replace  the  quarters  and  cities  that 
were  used  in  the  1970  census.  The 
MCD's  in  Guam  are  referred  to  as  election 
districts.  For  American  Samoa,  the  three 
districts  are  subdivided  into  MCD's  called 
counties;  MCD's  for  the  two  islands  coin- 
cide with  and  have  the  same  names  as 
these  islands.  The  MCD's  in  the  Northern 
Mariana  Islands  are  called  municipalities. 

The  MCD's  in  the  remainder  of  the 
Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands  are 
municipalities.  In  addition,  the  Census 
Bureau  recognizes  two  islands  and  one 
unorganized  territory  that  are  not  within 
any  municipality.  In  the  Palau  District 
of  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific 
Islands,  numerous  islands  are  not  in- 
cluded in  a  legally  established  MCD 
(municipality);  this  area  of  unorganized 
territory  is  recognized  as  one  subdivision 
and  given  a  name  (Palau  Islands)  by  the 
Census  Bureau,  followed  by  the  designa- 
tion "(unorg.)." 

PLACES 

Two  types  of  places  are  recognized  in  the 
State  census  reports— incorporated  places 


and  census  designated  places— as  defined 
below. 

Incorporated  Places 

Incorporated  places  recognized  in  the 
State  census  reports  are  those  which 
are  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  their 
respective  States  as  cities,  boroughs, 
towns,  and  villages.  There  are  no  incorpo- 
rated places  in  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States,  Guam,  American  Samoa, 
the  Northern  Mariana  Islands,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  Trust  Territory  of  the 
Pacific  Islands. 

Towns  in  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States  and  villages  in  American 
Samoa  are  not  legally  incorporated.  The 
three  places  specified  as  towns  in  the 
Virgin  Islands  Code  have  legally  estab- 
lished boundaries  and  purposes,  but  are 
not  functioning  governments.  The  villages 
in  American  Samoa  have  functioning 
governments  authorized  by  the  Revised 
Code  of  American  Samoa,  but  do  not 
have  legally  established  boundaries. 

Census  Designated  Places 

As  in  previous  censuses,  the  Census 
Bureau,  in  cooperation  with  local  govern- 
ments, delineated  boundaries  for  closely 
settled  population  centers  without  cor- 
porate limits.  In  1980,  the  name  of  each 
such  pbce  is  followed  by  "(CDP)," 
meaning  "census  designated  place."  Six 
CDP's  have  been  designated  in  the  Virgin 
Islands  of  the  United  States.  For  1980,  all 
places  in  Guam  are  designated  as  CDP's; 
in  1970  and  earlier  censuses,  these  places 
were  erroneously  identified  in  publica- 
tions as  cities,  towns,  and  villages.  All 
places  in  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands 
and  the  remainder  of  the  Trust  Territory 
of  the  Pacific  Islands  are  CDP's.  To  be 
recognized  for  the  1980  census,  CDP's  in 
the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States, 
Guam,    the    Northern    Mariana    Islands, 
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and  the  remainder  of  the  Trust  Territory 
of  the  Pacific  Islands  must  have  a 
minimum  1980  population  of  300.  Tnere 
are  no  CDP'S  in  American  Samoa. 

Census  designated  place  boundaries 
change  as  the  settlement  pattern  changes; 
a  place  which  has  the  same  name  as  in 
previous  censuses  does  not  necessarily 
have  the  same  boundaries.  Boundary 
outlines  for  CDF's  are  shown  on  the 
map  which  follows  the  tables.  Larger- 
scale  maps,  showing  boundaries  in  more 
detail,  are  available  for  purchase  from  the 
Census  Bureau. 


URBAN  AND  RURAL 
RESIDENCE 

Urban  housing  consists  of  all  housing 
units  in  places  of  2,500  or  more  inhabi- 
tants. Housing  units  not  classified  as 
urban  constitute  the  rural  housing. 


BOUNDARY  CHANGES 

The    boundaries    of   some  of  the   areas 
shown   in   this  report  have  changed  be- 


tween earlier  censuses  and  January  1, 
1980.  Information  on  boundary  changes 
is  presented  in  table  4  of  the  PC80-1-A 
reports.  For  information  on  boundary 
changes  prior  to  1970  for  the  Virgin 
Islands  of  the  United  States,  Guam,  and 
American  Samoa,  see  the  Number  of  In- 
habitants reports  for  previous  censuses. 

AREA  MEASUREMENTS 

Area  measurement  figures  for  county 
equivalents  are  available  in  table  2  of  the 
PC80-1-A  report  for  each  Area.

GENERAL 

The  1980  Census  of  the  Northern  Mariana 
Islands  was  conducted  through  direct 
enumeration.  Census  takers  canvassed 
each  street  or  road  and  listed  each  occu- 


pied and  vacant  housing  unit.  The  census 
takers  were  instructed,  in  their  personal- 
visit  interviews,  to  read  the  questions 
directly  from  the  questionnaire.  The 
definitions  and  explanations  given  below 
for  each  subject  are  drawn  largely  from 
various  technical  and  procedural  materials 
used  in  the  collection  of  the  data.  These 
materials  helped  the  census  interviewers 
to  understand  more  fully  the  intent  of 
each  question,  and  thus  to  resolve  prob- 
lems or  unusual  cases  in  a  manner  con- 
sistent with  this  intent.  Also  included  is 
certain  explanatory  information  to  assist 
the  user  in  the  proper  utilization  of  the 
statistics. 

Facsimiles  of  the  questionnaire  pages 
containing  the  population  and  housing 
questions  used  to  produce  the  data  shown 
in  this  report  are  presented  in  Appendix 
E,  "Facsimiles  of  Questionnaire  Pages." 


LIVING  QUARTERS 

Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the  census 
as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures 
intended  for  residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one- 
family  home,  apartment  house,  hotel  or 
motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home  or 
trailer).  However,  living  quarters  may  also 
be  in  structures  intended  for  nonresi- 
dential use  (e.g.,  the  rooms  in  a  ware- 
house where  a  night  guard  lives),  as  well  as 
in  boats,  tents,  vans,  etc. 

Housing  Units— A  housing  unit  is  a  house, 
an  apartment,  a  group  of  rooms,  or  a 
single  room  occupied  as  a  separate  living 
quarters  or,  if  vacant,  intended  for 
occupancy  as  a  separate  living  quarters. 
Separate  living  quarters  are  those  in 
which  the  occupants  live  and  eat  sepa- 
rately from  any  other  persons  in  the 
building  and  which  have  direct  access 
from  the  outside  of  the  building  or 
through  a  common  hall.  The  occupants 


may  be  a  single  family,  one  person  living 
alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or 
unrelated  persons  who  share  living 
arrangements  (except  as  described  in  the 
next  section  on  Group  Quarters).  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness 
and  direct  access  are  applied  to  the 
intended  occupants  whenever  possible.  If 
that  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occu- 
pants. Both  occupied  and  vacant  housing 
units  are  included  in  the  housing  unit 
inventory  except  that  boats,  tents,  vans, 
caves,  and  the  like  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied  as  someone's  usual 
place  of  residence.  Vacant  mobile  homes 
are  included,  provided  they  are  intended 
for  occupancy  on  the  site  where  they 
stand.  Vacant  mobile  homes  on  dealers' 
sales  lots  or  in  storage  are  excluded  from 
the  housing  inventory. 

Comparability  With  1970  Census  Housing 
Unit  Data-Although  the  1980  census 
data  are  generally  comparable  with  1970 
census  data,  certain  changes  were  intro- 
duced for  1980.  The  part  of  the  1970 
housing  unit  definition  that  required  a 
unit  to  have  either  (1)  direct  access  or 
(2)  cooking  facilities  for  exclusive  use  was 
modified.  For  1980,  the  cooking  facilities 
for  exclusive  use  alternative  was  dropped, 
and  direct  access  was  required  of  all 
housing  units.  In  1970,  vacant  mobile 
homes  were  not  counted  as  housing  units. 
For  1980,  they  were  included  in  the  hous- 
ing inventory,  provided  they  were  in- 
tended for  occupancy  on  the  site  where 
they  stood. 

Group  Quarters-Group  quarters  are  any 
living  quarters  which  are  not  classified  as 
housing  units.  There  are  two  types  of 
group  quarters:  (1)  institutional  group 
quarters  and  (2)  noninstitutional  group 
quarters.  Institutional  group  quarters  are 
living  quarters  occupied  by  one  or  more 
persons  under  care  or  custody,  such  as

children  in  an  orphanage,  persons  in  a  nurs- 
ing honne,  and  prisoners  in  a  penitentiary. 
Noninstitutional  group  quarters  include 
living  quarters  such  as  college-owned 
dormitories,  fraternity  or  jorority  houses, 
nurses'  dormitories,  and  boarding  houses. 
In  addition,  noninstitutional  group 
quarters  include  any  living  quarters  (other 
than  those  classified  as  institutional  group 
quarters)  which  are  occupied  by  9  or 
more  persons  unrelated  to  the  person 
listed  in  column  1  of  the  census  question- 
naire, or  by  10  or  more  unrelated  persons. 
Information  on  the  housing  characteristics 
of  group  quarters  was  not  collected  in  the 
census. 

Comparability  With  1970  Group  Quarters 

Data— In  1970  a  unit  was  classified  as 
group  quarters  if  it  was  shared  by  the 
person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  him  or  her  or  if  there  was 
no  person  in  charge,  by  six  or  more 
unrelated  persons.  For  1980  that  require- 
ment was  raised  to  9  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  the  person  listed  in  column 
1  of  the  census  questionnaire  or  10  or 
more   persons   unrelated   to  each  other. 

Rules    for     Hotels,     Rooming     Houses, 

Etc.— Occupied  rooms  or  suites  of  rooms 
in  hotels,  motels,  and  similar  places  are 
classified  as  housing  units  only  when 
occupied  by  permanent  residents;  i.e., 
persons  who  consider  the  hotel  as  their 
usual  place  of  residence  or  who  have  no 
usual  place  of  residence  elsewhere. 
Vacant  rooms  or  suites  of  rooms  are 
classified  as  housing  units  only  in  those 
hotels  in  which  75  percent  or  more  of  the 
accommodations  are  occupied  by  perma- 
nent residents. 

If  any  of  the  occupants  in  a  rooming 
or  boarding  house  live  and  eat  separately 
from  everyone  else  in  the  building  and 
have  direct  access,  their  quarters  are 
classified  as  separate  housing  units.  The 
remaining  quarters  are  combined.  If  the 
combined  quarters  contain  eight  or  fewer 
roomers  unrelated  to  the  householder, 
they  are  classified  as  one  housing  unit.  If 
the  combined  quarters  contain  nine  or 
more  roomers  unrelated  to  the  house- 
holder or  person  in  charge,  they  are  classi- 
fied as  group  quarters. 

Staff  Living  Quarters— The  living  quarters 
occupied  by  staff  personnel  within  any 
group  quarters  are  separate  housing  units 
if  they  satisfy  the  housing  unit  criteria  of 
separateness  and  direct  access;  otherwise, 
they  are  considered  as  group  quarters. 


Year-Round     Housing     Units— Data     on 

housing  characteristics  in  the  1980pensus 
reports  are  limited  to  year-round  housing 
units;  i.e.,  all  occupied  units  plus  vacant 
units  available  or  intended  for  year-round 
use.  Vacant  units  intended  for  seasonal 
occupancy  are  excluded  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  reliable  data  on 
their  characteristics.  Counts  of  the  total' 
housing  inventory,  however,  are  given  for 
each  area  presented  in  this  report. 


OCCUPANCY  AND  VACANCY 
CHARACTERISTICS 


Occupied  Housing  Units— A  housing  unit 
is  classified  as  occupied  if  it  is  the  usual 
place  of  residence  of  the  person  or  group 
of  persons  living  in  it  at  the  time  of 
enumeration,  or  if  the  occupants  are  only 
temporarily  absent;  e.g.,  away  on  vaca- 
tion. If  all  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit 
at  the  time  of  the  census  have  their  usual 
place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant.  A  household  includes 
all  the  persons  who  occupy  a  housing  unit 
as  their  usual  place  of  residence.  In  this 
report,  by  definition,  the  count  of 
occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households  in  the  1980  Census 
of  Population  reports. 

Householder— One  person  in  each  house- 
hold is  designated  as  the  "householder." 
In  most  cases,  this  is  the  person,  or  one  of 
the  persons,  in  whose  name  the  home  is 
owned  or  rented  and  who  is  listed  in 
column  1  of  the  census  questionnaire. 
If  there  is  no  such  person  in  the  house- 
hold, any  adult  household  member  could 
be    designated    as    the    "householder." 

Persons  in  Occupied  Housing  Units— "Per- 
sons in  occupied  housing  units"  is  the 
total  population  less  those  persons  living 
in  group  quarters.  "Persons  per  occupied 
housing  unit"  is  computed  by  dividing 
the  population  living  in  housing  units  by 
the  number  of  occupied  housing  units. 
Data  are  also  presented  separately  for  the 
population  in  owner-occupied  and 
in  renter-occupied  housing  units. 

Vacant  Housing  Units— A  housing  unit  is 
vacant  if  no  one  is  living  in  it  at  the  time 
of  enumeration,  unless  its  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent.  Units  tempo- 
rarily occupied  at  the  time  of  enumera- 
tion entirely  by  persons  who  have  a  usual 


residence  elsewhere  are  also  classified  as 
vacant. 

New  units  not  yet  occupied  are  classi- 
fied as  vacant  housing  units  if  construc- 
tion has  reached  a  point  where  all  ex- 
terior windows  and  doors  are  installed 
and  final  usable  floors  are  in  place. 
Vacant  units  are  excluded  if  they  are 
open  to  the  elements;  i.e.,  the  roof,  walls, 
windows,  and/or  doors  no  longer  protect 
the  interior  from  the  elements,  or  if  there 
is  positive  evidence  (such  as  a  sign  on  the 
house  or  in  the  block)  that  the  unit  is  to 
be  demolished  or  is  condemned.  Also 
excluded  are  quarters  being  used  entirely 
for  nonresidential  purposes,  such  as  a 
store  or  an  office,  or  quarters  used  for  the 
storage  of  business  supplies  or  inventory, 
machinery,  or  agricultural  products. 

Type  of  Vacant  Unit— Vacant  housing 
units  are  classified  in  this  report  as  either 
"seasonal"  or  "year-round."  "Seasonal" 
units  are  intended  for  occupancy  during 
only  certain  seasons  of  the  year.  Included 
are  units  intended  for  recreational  use, 
such  as  beach  cottages  and  summer 
cabins,  etc.,  as  well  as  units  offered  to 
vacationers  in  the  summer  for  summer 
sports.  "Year-round"  vacant  housing 
units  are  available  or  intended  for  occu- 
pancy at  any  time  of  the  year.  A  unit  in  a 
resort  area  which  is  usually  occupied  on  a 
year-round  basis  is  considered  as  year- 
round.  A  unit  used  only  occasionally 
throughout  the  year  is  also  considered  as 
year-round. 

Vacancy  Status— The  data  on  vacancy 
status  were  tabulated  from  responses  to 
questionnaire  item  C.  (See  item  C  in 
Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles  of  Questionnaire 
Pages.")  Year-round  vacant  units  are  sub- 
divided according  to  their  vacancy  status 
as  follows: 

For  sale  only.  Vacant  year-round 
units  being  offered  "For  sale  only," 
including  individual  units  in  coopera- 
tives and  condominium  projects  if  the 
individual  units  are  offered  "For  sale 
only." 

For  rent.  Vacant  year-round  units 
offered  "For  rent,"  and  vacant  units 
offered  either  for  rent  or  for  sale. 

Rented  or  sold,  awaiting  occu- 
pancy. If  any  money  rent  has  been 
paid  or  agreed  upon  but  the  new 
renter  has  not  moved  in  as  of  the  date 
of    enumeration,    or   if   the   unit   has 
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recently  been  sold  but  the  new  owner 
has  not  yet  moved  in,  the  vacant  year- 
round  unit  is  classified  as  "Rented  or 
sold,  awaiting  occupancy." 

Held  for  occasional  use.  This  category 
consists  of  vacant  year-round  units 
which  are  held  for  weekend  or  other 
occasional  use  throughout  the  year. 
Shared  ownership  or  time-sharing  con- 
dominiums are  also  classified  as  "Held 
for  occasional  use."  Homes  reserved 
by  their  owners  as  second  homes 
usually  fall  in  this  category,  although 
some  second  homes  may  be  classified 
as  "Seasonal." 

Other  vacant.  If  a  vacant  year-round 
unit  does  not  fall  into  any  of  the 
classifications  specified  above,  it  is 
classified  as  "Other  vacant."  For  ex- 
ample, this  category  includes  vacant 
units  held  for  settlement  of  an  estate, 
units  held  for  occupancy  by  a  care- 
taker or  janitor,  and  units  held  for 
personal  reasons  of  the  owner. 

Boarded-Up  Status— Boarded -up  units  re- 
fer to  vacant  structures  in  which  the 
windows  and  doors  are  covered  by  wood, 
metal,  or  similar  materials  to  protect  the 
interior,  and  to  prevent  entry  into  the 
building.  A  single  unit  structure  or  a 
unit{s)  in  a  multiunit  structure  may  be 
boarded  up  in  this  way.  In  this  report, 
data  for  boarded-up  units  are  only  shown 
for  units  in  the  "Other  vacant"  category. 

Homeowner  Vacancy  Rate— The  home- 
owner vacancy  rate  is  the  percentage 
relationship  between  the  vacant  year- 
round  units  for  sale  and  the  total  home- 
owner inventory.  It  is  computed  by 
dividing  the  number  of  vacant  year-round 
units  for  sale  by  the  sum  of  the  owner- 
occupied  units  and  the  vacant  year-round 
units  for  sale  only.  Vacant  units  that  are 
seasonal  or  held  off  the  market  are 
excluded. 

Rental  Vacancy  Rate— The  rental  vacancy 
rate  is  the  percentage  relationship  of  the 
vacant  year-round  units  for  rent  to  the 
total  rental  inventory.  It  is  computed  by 
dividing  the  number  of  vacant  year-round 
units  for  rent  by  the  sum  of  the  renter- 
occupied  units  and  the  vacant  year-round 
units  for  rent.  Vacant  units  that  are 
seasonal  or  held  off  the  market  are 
excluded. 


Duration  of  Vacancy— The  statistics  on 
duration  of  vacancy  refer  to  the  length  of 
time  (in  months)  from  the  date  the  last 
occupants  moved  from  the  unit  to  the 
date  of  enumeration.  (See  item  D  in 
Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles  of  Question- 
naire Pages.")  The  data,  therefore,  do  not 
provide  a  direct  measure  of  the  total 
length  of  time  units  remain  vacant.  For 
newly  constructed  units  which  have  never 
been  occupied,  the  duration  of  vacancy  is 
counted  from  the  date  construction  was 
completed.  For  recently  converted  or 
merged  units,  the  time  is  reported  from 
the  date  conversion  or  merger  was  com- 
pleted. 

Tenure— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occu- 
pied" if  the  owner  or  co-owner  lives  in 
the  unit,  even  if  it  is  mortgaged  or  not 
fully  paid  for.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  in- 
cluding units  rented  for  cash  rent  and 
those  occupied  without  payment  of  cash 
rent.  (See  question  H26  in  Appendix  E, 
"Facsimiles    of    Questionnaire    Pages.") 


UTILIZATION 
CHARACTERISTICS 

Persons— All  persons  occupying  the 
housing  unit  are  included.  These  persons 
include  not  only  occupants  related  to  the 
householder  but  also  any  lodgers, 
roomers,  boarders,  roommates,  wards, 
foster  children,  and  resident  employees 
who  share  the  living  quarters  of  the 
householder.  The  data  on  "persons  in 
unit"  show  the  number  of  housing  units 
occupied  by  the  specified  number  of 
persons. 

Rooms— The  statistics  on  "rooms"  are  in 
terms  of  the  number  of  housing  units 
with  a  specified  number  of  rooms.  (See 
question  H10  in  Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles 
of  Questionnaire  Pages.")  The  intent  of 
this  question  is  to  count  the  number  of 
whole  rooms  used  for  living  purposes.  For 
each  unit  they  include  living  rooms, 
dining  rooms,  kitchens,  bedrooms, 
finished  recreation  rooms,  enclosed  por- 
ches suitable  for  year-round  use,  and 
lodger's  rooms.  Excluded  are  strip  or 
pullman  kitchens,  bathrooms,  open 
porches,  balconies,  halls,  utility  rooms, 
or  other  unfinished  space  used  for  storage. 
A  partially  divided  room  is  a  separate 
room  only  if  there  is  a  partition  from 
floor  to  ceiling. 


Persons  Per  Room— "Persons  per  room"  is 
a  derived  measure  obtained  by  dividing 
the  number  of  persons  in  each  occupied 
housing  unit  by  the  number  of  rooms  in 
the  unit.  The  figures  shown  refer,  there- 
fore, to  the  number  of  occupied  housing 
units  having  the  specified  ratio  of  persons 
per  room. 


STRUCTURAL 
CHARACTERISTICS 

Plumbing  Facilities— The  category  "Com- 
plete plumbing  in  this  building"  consists 
of  units  which  have  piped  water  (either 
hot  and  cold  or  only  cold),  a  flush  toilet, 
and  a  bathtub  or  shower  located  inside 
the  same  building  as  the  living  quarters 
being  enumerated.  "Lacking  complete 
plumbing  in  this  building"  includes  those 
conditions  when:  (1)  all  three  specified 
plumbing  facilities  are  present,  but  the 
equipment  is  located  in  a  different  build- 
ing from  the  living  quarters  even  though 
the  equipment  may  be  on  the  property; 
(2)  some  but  not  all  the  facilities  are 
present;  or  (3)  none  of  the  three  specified 
plumbing  facilities  is  present.  (See  ques- 
tions HI 3,  H14,  and  H15  in  Appendix  E, 
"Facsimiles  of  Questionnaire  Pages.") 

Data  are  presented  separately  for  water 
supply,  bathtub  or  shower,  and  toilet 
facilities.  For  units  with  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  data  are  also  provided  for  the 
type  of  energy  used  to  heat  the  piped 
water.  The  categories  for  type  used  are:  (1 ) 
electricity;  (2)  gas,  including  underground 
piped  gas,  bottled,  or  tank;  (3)  solar 
energy,  if  the  primary  type  of  energy  is  a 
system  which  utilizes  the  energy  available 
in  sunlight  to  gain  and  store  heat;  or  (4) 
other  fuels  such  as  fuel  oil,  etc. 

Comparability  With  1970  Census  Plumb- 
ing Facilities  Data— In  the  1970  census, 
only  units  with  hot  and  cold  or  only 
cold  piped  water,  a  bathtub  or  shower, 
and  a  flush  toilet  inside  the  structure  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants  of  the 
housing  unit  were  classified  as  having 
complete  plumbing  facilities.  In  the 
1980  census,  "exclusive  use"  was  not 
determined. 

Units  in  Structure— A  structure  is  a 
separate  building  that  either  has  open 
space  on  all  sides  or  is  separated  from 
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other  structures  by  dividing  walls  that 
extend  from  ground  to  roof.  In  the 
determination  of  the  number  of  units  in 
a  structure,  all  housing  units,  both  occu- 
pied and  vacant,  were  counted.  The 
statistics  in  this  report  present  the  per- 
cent of  all  year-round  housing  units 
and  the  percent  of  all  occupied  housing 
units  in  one-unit  structures  for  the  various 
geographic  areas.  (See  question  H6  in  Ap- 
pendix E,  "Facsimiles  of  Questionnaire 
Pages.") 

FINANCIAL  CHARACTERISTICS 

Value— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate 
of  how  much  the  house  or  condominium 


unit  would  sell  for,  if  it  were  for  sale.  For 
vacant  units,  value  is  the  price  asked  for 
the  house  or  condominium  unit.  (See 
question  H29a  in  Appendix  E,  "Fac- 
similes of  Questionnaire  Pages.") 

Value  and  price  asked  are  tabulated 
separately  for  certain  kinds  of  housing 
units.  Value  statistics  are  presented  for 
"specified  owner-occupied"  housing  units 
and  "specified  vacant  for  sale  only" 
housing  units.  These  "specified" housing 
units  include  only  one-family  houses 
without  a  commercial  establishment  or 
medical  office  on  the  property.  Mobile 
homes,  trailers,  boats,  tents  or  vans 
occupied  as  a  usual  residence,  and  owner- 
occupied     noncondominium     units     in 


multifamily  buildings  are  also  excluded 
from  the  value  tabulations. 

Contract  Rent— Contract  rent  is  the 
monthly  rent  agreed  to,  or  contracted 
for,  regardless  of  any  furnishings,  utilities, 
or  services  that  may  be  included.  For 
vacant  units,  it  is  the  rent  asked  for  the 
unit  at  the  time  of  enumeration.  (See 
question  H27  in  Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles 
of  Questionnaire  Pages.") 

Respondents  were  asked  to  report 
rent  only  for  the  housing  unit  enumer- 
ated and  to  exclude  any  rent  paid  for 
additional  units  or  for  business  premises. 
Renter  units  occupied  without  payment 
of  cash  rent  are  shown  separately  as  "No 
cash  rent"  in  the  rent  tabulations. 
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USUAL  PLACE  OF  RESIDENCE 

In  accordance  with  census  practice,  each 
person  enumerated  in  the  1980  census 
was  counted  as  an  inhabitant  of  his  or 
her  "usual  place  of  residence,"  which  is 
generally  construed  to  mean  the  place 
where  the  person  lives  and  sleeps  most 
of  the  time.  This  place  is  not  necessarily 
the  same  as  the  person's  legal  residence 
or  voting  residence.  In  the  vast  majority 
of  cases,  however,  the  use  of  these  dif- 
ferent bases  of  classification  would  pro- 
duce substantially  the  same  statistics, 
although  there  might  be  appreciable 
differences  for  a  few  areas. 

The  implementation  of  this  practice 
has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  resi- 
dence rules  for  certain  categories  of 
persons  whose  usual  place  of  residence 
is  not  immediately  apparent.  Further- 
more, this  practice  means  that  persons 
were  not  always  counted  as  residents  of 
the  place  where  they  happened  to  be 
staying  on  Census  Day.  Persons  without 
a  usual  place  of  residence,  or  persons  with 
no  one  at  their  usual  place  of  residence 
to  report  them  to  a  census  taker,  how- 
ever, were  counted  where  they  happened 
to  be  staying.  Detailed  information  on 
residence    rules    is    given    in    the    1980

DATA  COLLECTION 
PROCEDURES 

The  1980  census  of  the  Virgin  Islands  of 
the  United  States,  Guam,  American 
Samoa,  the  Northern  IVIariana  Islands,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  Trust  Territory  of 
the  Pacific  Islands  was  conducted  through 
direct  interview.  Beginning  on  Census 
Day,  April  1,  1980  (September  15,  1980 
for  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific 
Islands,  excluding  the  Northern  IVIariana 
Islands),  enumerators  visited  and  listed 
every  housing  unit  asking  the  questions  as 
worded  on  the  questionnaire,  and  record- 
ing the  answers.  A  single  questionnaire 
was  used,  which  contained  all  the  ques- 
tions asked  of  every  person  and  at  every 
housing  unit. 

Special  questionnaires  were  used  for 
the  enumeration  of  persons  in  group 
quarters  such  as  colleges  and  universities, 
hospitals,  and  prisons.  These  forms  con- 
tained the  same  population  questions  that 
appeared  on  the  regular  census  question- 
naire but  did  not  include  any  housing 
questions. 


PROCESSING  PROCEDURES 

The  1980  census  questionnaires  were 
processed  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  for 
the  1970  census.  They  were  designed  to 
be  processed  electronically  by  the  Film 
Optical  Sensing  Device  for  Input  to  Com- 
puter (FOSDIC).  For  most  items  on  the 
questionnaire,  the  information  obtained 
by  the  enumerator  was  recorded  by  mark- 
ing the  answers  in  the  predesignated  posi- 
tions that  would  be  "read"  by  FOSDIC 
from  a  microfilm  copy  of  the  question- 
naire and  transferred  onto  computer  tape 
with  no  intervening  manual  processing. 
The  computer  tape  did  not  include  infor- 
mation on  individual  names  and  addresses. 

The  tape  containing  the  information 
from  the  questionnaires  was  processed  on 
the  Census  Bureau's  computers  through 
a  number  of  editing  and  tabulation  steps. 
The  product  of  this  operation  was  com- 
puter tapes  from  which  the  tables  in  this 
report  were  prepared  on  phototype- 
setting  equipment  at  the  Government 
Printing  Office. 

A  more  detailed  description  of  the 
data  collection  and  processing  procedures 
can  be  obtained  from  the  1980  Census  of 
Population  and  Housing,  Users'  Guide, 
PHC80-R1. 
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SOURCES  OF  ERROR 

Since  the  1980  data  shown  in  this  report 
were  tabulated  from  the  entries  on  the 
questionnaires  for  all  persons  and  housing 
units,  the  data  are  not  subject  to  sampling 
error.  In  any  large-scale  statistical  opera- 
tion such  as  a  decennial  census,  human 
and  mechanical  errors  occur.  These  errors 
are  commonly  referred  to  as  nonsampling 
errors.  Such  errors  include  failure  to 
enumerate  every  housing  unit  or  person 
in  the  population,  not  obtaining  all 
required  information  from  respondents, 
obtaining  incorrect  or  inconsistent  infor- 
mation, and  recording  information  in- 
correctly. Errors  can  also  occur  during 
the  field  review  of  the  enumerators' 
work,  the  clerical  handling  of  the  census 
questionnaires,  or  the  electronic  proc- 
essing    of     the     questionnaires. 

In  an  attempt  to  reduce  various  types 
of  nonsampling  error  in  the  1980  census, 
a  number  of  techniques  were  introduced 
on  the  basis  of  experience  in  previous 
censuses  and  in  tests  conducted  prior  to 
the  census.  These  quality  control  and 
review  measures  were  utilized  throughout 
the  data-collection  and  processing  phases 
of  the  census  to  minimize  undercoverage 
of  the  population  and  housing  units  and 
to  keep  the  errors  at  a  minimum. 

EDITING  OF  UNACCEPTABLE 
DATA 

The  objective  of  the  processing  operation 


is  to  produce  a  set  of  statistics  that 
describes  the  housing  inventory  as  accu- 
rately and  clearly  as  possible.  To  meet 
this  objective,  certain  unacceptable 
entries  were  edited. 

In  the  field,  questionnaires  were  re- 
viewed for  omissions  and  certain  incon- 
sistencies by  a  census  clerk  or  an  enum- 
erator and,  if  necessary,  a  followup  was 
made  to  obtain  missing  information.  In 
addition,  a  similar  review  of  question- 
naires was  done  in  the  central  process- 
ing offices.  As  a  rule,  however,  editing 
was  performed  by  hand  only  when  it 
could  not  be  done  effectively  by  ma- 
chine. 

As  one  of  the  first  steps  in  editing,  the 
configuration  of  marks  on  the  question- 
naire column  was  scanned  electronically 
to  determine  whether  it  contained  infor- 
mation for  a  housing  unit  or  merely 
spurious  marks.  If  any  characteristic  for  a 
housing  unit  was  still  missing  when  the 
questionnaires  reached  the  central  proc- 
essing offices,  it  was  supplied  by  alloca- 
tion. Allocations,  or  assignments  of 
acceptable  codes  in  place  of  unacceptable 
entries,  were  needed  most  often  when  an 
entry  for  a  given  item  was  lacking  or 
when  the  information  reported  for  a 
housing  unit  on  that  item  was  incon- 
sistent with  other  information  for  the 
housing  unit.  As  in  previous  censuses,  the 
general  procedure  for  changing  unaccept- 
able entries  was  to  assign  an  entry  for  a 
housing  unit  that  was  consistent  with 
entries    for    other    housing    units    with 


similar  characteristics.  For  example,  if 
the  unit  was  reported  as  rented  but  the 
amount  of  rent  was  missing,  the  com- 
puter automatically  assigned  the  rent 
that  was  reported  for  the  preceding 
renter-occupied  unit.  The  assignment  of 
acceptable  codes  in  place  of  blanks  or 
unacceptable  entries,  it  is  believed, 
enhances  the  usefulness  of  the  data. 

Specific  tolerances  were  established 
for  the  number  of  computer  allocations 
that  would  be  permitted.  If  the  number 
of  corrections  was  beyond  the  tolerance, 
the  questionnaires  in  which  the  errors 
occurred  were  clerically  reviewed.  If  it 
was  found  that  the  errors  resulted  from 
damaged  questionnaires,  from  improper 
microfilming,  from  faulty  reading  by 
FOSDIC  of  undamaged  questionnaires,  or 
from  other  types  of  machine  failure,  the 
questionnaires  were  reprocessed. 


ALLOCATION  TABLES 

The  extent  of  allocations  in  the  editing 
process  and  their  effect  on  each  of  the 
subjects  are  shown  in  tables  A-1  and  A-2 
which  follow  table  7.  In  these  tables, 
"housing  units  with  one  or  more  alloca- 
tions" are  stated  as  percentages  of  year- 
round  housing  units  or  occupied  housing 
units.  In  some  instances,  these  tables 
show  percentages  of  a  specific  group  of 
units.  Percentages  are  not  shown  if  the 
item  is  not  published  for  the  specified 
areas.
